1. FOLLOWING ARE TEXTS OF SIX DRAFT DECLARATIONS ON INDIVIDUAL 
ASPECTS OF CSCE AGENDA ITEM THREE WHICH WERE CIRCULATED BY UK 
REP AT JUNE 25 SPC MEETING. AS NOTED REFTEL, UK DOES NOT 
CURRENTLY PLAN TABLE THESE DECLARATIONS DURING FIRST STAGE, 
ALTHOUGH BRITISH APPEAR TO BE MORE FAVORABLE THAN OTHER MEMBERS 
OF EC-9 TO FRENCH ARGUMENT THAT SOVIET ACTION IN TABLING DRAFT 
FINAL DOCUMENTS REQUIRES ANALAGOUS ACTION BY WEST. LONDON 

IS CURRENTLY PUTTING FINAL TOUCHES ON " EXPLANATORY" PAPERS 
COVERING EACH OF THE DRAFT DECLARATIONS. THESE PAPERS WILL IN 
ALL PROBABILITY BE TABLED IN HELSINKI. UK DELOFF ASSURES US 
THAT THERE WILL BE NO SURPRISES IN " EXPLANATORY" PAPERS. 

2. BEGIN TEXTS: 

CONDITIONS FOR JOURNALISTS 
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THE PARTICIPATING STATES, 

BEARING IN MIND THE CONTRIBUTION OF JOURNALISTS, TV AND RADIO 
COMMENTATORS AND CORRESPONDENTS TO THE SWIFTER FLOW OF 
INFORMATION 

OF DIFFERENT KINDS AND FROM VARIOUS SOURCES BETWEEN STATES AND 
THEREBY TO GREATER MUTUAL KNOWLEDGE AND UNDERSTANDING, 
UNDERTAKE 
TO 

1. ENSURE THAT BONA FIDE FOREIGN JOURNALISTS, TV AND RADIO 
COMMENTATORS AND CORRESPONDENTS 

A. ARE GRANTED SUCH VISAS, RESIDENCE PERMITS AND DOCUMENT- 
ATION AS MAY BE NECESSARY WITHOUT UNDUE DELAY; 

B. ARE ABLE TO CARRY OUT THEIR LEGITIMATE PROFESSIONAL 
ACTIVITIES WITHOUT HINDRANCE; 

C. HAVE FREEDOM OF TRAVEL; 

D. ARE PERMITTED UNIMPEDED CONTACT WITH OFFICIALS AND 
PRIVATE INDIVIDUALS IN THE PURSUIT OF THEIR PROFES- 
SIONAL ACTIVITIES; N 

E. ARE NOT SUBJECT TO EXPULSION ON ACCOUNT OF THEIR 
LEGITIMATE PROFESSIONAL ACTIVITIES; 

F. MAY IMPORT SUCH MATERIALS AS ARE NECESSARY TO THE 
PRACTICE OF THEIR PROFESSION; 

G. ARE PERMITTED FREELY AND WITHOUT DELAY TO TRANSMIT 
FOR PUBLICATION OR BROADCASTING IN OTHER PARTICIPATING 
STATES SUCH ARTICLES, POTOGRAPHS, COMMENTARIES, TAPE 
RECORDINGS OR FILMS AS ARE THE RESULT OF THEIR PROFES- 
SIONAL ACTIVITIES. 

2. ENCOURAGE INCREASED CONTACTS, EXCHANGES, SEMINARS AND 
SYMPOSIA 

BETWEEN JOURNALISTS. 

3. ENCOURAGE THE EXCHANGE OF ARTICLES OR DOCUMENTARIES ON INTER- 
NATIONAL THEMES BETWEEN NEWSPAPERS AND RADIO AND TELEVISION 
STATIONS 

OF PARTICIPAING COUNTRIES. 

INFORMATION: PRINTED MATERIAL 
THE PARTICIPATING STATES 

RECOGNISING THAT THE WIDER FLOW OF INFORMATION AND IDEAS PROMOTES 
MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING AND THEREBY PEACE AND SECURITY IN EUROPE 
UNDERTAKE TO 
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1. FACILITATE THE IMPROVED CIRCULATION IN THEIR TERRITORY OF BOOKS, 
MAGAZINES AND PERIODICALS PUBLISHED IN OTHER PARTICIPATING STATES, 
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AND REMOVE ANY OBSTACLES TO THE AVAIL ART! TTY OF SUCH PUBLICATIONS 
FOR 

PURCHASE AT A REASONABLE PRICE OR LOAN AT BOOKSHOPS, BOOKSTALLS 
AND 

KIOSKS, PUBLIC LIBRARIES AND ACADEMIC AND EDUCATIONS INSTITUTIONS IN 
CAPITAL CITIES AND PROVINCIAL TOWNS. 

2. FACILITATE THE ESTABLISHMENT IN THEIR TERRITORY BY OTHER 
PARTICIPATING STATES, ON A MUTUALLY AGREED BASIS, OF BOOKSHOPS, 
READING ROOMS AND INFORMATION CENTRES, WHICH SHALL BE FREELY 
ACCESS- 
IBLE 

TO ALL FOR THE PURCHASE, LOAN OR PERUSAL OF SUCH BOOKS, MAGAZINES, 
PERIODICALS OR OTHER INFORMATION MATERIAL. 

3. FACILITATE THE UNIMPEDED DISSEMINATION WITHIN THEIR TERRITORY OF 
SUCH RECORDS OF THE CSCE AS MAY BE PUBLISHED. 

4. AGREE TO THE ESTABLISHMENT AND REGULAR PRODUCTION ON A JOINT 
BASIS 

BY INTERESTED STATES. AT A PLACE AND IN A FORM TO BE MUTUALLY AGREED, 
OF A BULLETIN OR MAGAZINE DEVOTED TO THE SUBJECT OF CO- OPERATION 
AMONGST 

PARTICIPATING STATES AND DESIGNED TO REINFORCE THE RESULTS OF THE 
CSCE. 

SUCH A PUBLICATION WOULD BE FREELY OBTAINABLE IN THOSE COUNTRIES 
PARTICIPAING IN ITS PRODUCTION. 

5. FACILITATE THE DISTRIBUTION BY THE INFORMATION SERVICES OF OTHER 
PARTICIPATING STATES OF REGULAR OR AD HOC INFORMATION BULLETINS 
WITHIN THEIR TERRITORY. 
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
